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HE ELEMENTARY SCHOOL TEACHER AND COURSE 

TOF STUDY is distinctively a new departure in periodical 
literature devoted to education. It is designed primarily 
as a text-book and guide of the students in the School of 
Education of the University of Chicago, but its larger pur- 
pose is to extend the benefits of this department of the 
University to teachers and others who wish to keep in touch 
with the new educational movement. 

The first volume was published during the year ending 
June 30, 1901, by the Chicago Institute under the title, The 
Course of Study, and the journal will continue to appeal to teachers and 
parents, each number containing practical plans for teaching in every 
grade through the high and pedagogic schools. 

The scope of the magazine is practically the scope of the School of 
Education. Each teacher prepares the work of his own department or 
grade, and presents, month by month, in a practical and usable form, an 
outline of the work being done under his direction, together with full 
book references, illustrations, and, in many cases, working drawings 
These outlines treat fully the work of all departments and all grades from 
the kindergarten through the fourth year of high school, together with 
the work of the pedagogic students. This treatment covers the whole 
range of educational subjects, including science, art, literature, language, 
mathematics, music, manual training, library work, and home economics, 
Essays and lengthy discussions are avoided, and the emphasis is laid upon 
the correlation and adaptation of subjects to the needs of the pupils. 
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
